Bencath sktes that thicatened mo-

montarily ln the flrst game to unloose
thelr vlals, Hlchmond yesterday after¬
noon defeated Roanoke by the scoro of
4 to 0, and flnlshed the second In an

excltlng and excruolntlng climax, 1 to
1, only nlne Innlngs belng played. It
was stlll llght, nnd the clouds ln the
east had broken, nnd through the rlft
a. golden stream began to shed ltself
about the sky. Orandstand and bleach-
ers rose llke one mnn and lmplorcd
Umplre Mace to contlnue the game.
"Play hall. play hall. play ball!" they
ecreamed ln imploring tones. "it's
llght enough; go ahead!" But Mace
was as a plece of adamant. Hls heart
aoemed llke stone Incased ln ice. He
held a short consultatlon wlth Manager
Llpe, and then waved hls hand to the
crowd. as If he would speak. But they
refused to Usten.

"Play ball, play ball!" they crled.
"Flease play ball!" But the two teams
walked ln from the fleld and Mace re¬

tlred to tho box. It was all over, and
the dtsappointed thousands pourcd out
of tho park to the waltlng cars, won-

derlng why nnother Innlng was not at-

tempted. It aeemed a plty. ln view of

the enthuslasm'of the crowd, that the
tenth Innlng was not gone into. It
mlght Stlll have been a tie, but there
waa an ecjual possibllity of the game
belng won. which would have spared
the necesslty of playlng off the game
at some future date. It was called so

that the vlsitors might catch their
boat.
On the score board. writ ln large

lctters, was tho tale of Danvllle's vlc-
tory, and the local members of fandom
wanted Richmond to cilmb stlll a llttle
b!t higher up the ladder that leads to

the pennant and to a purse for every
'

one of the men. Bleacher Jlrnmle, ln
hls beaver, Prince Albert, scarlct vest
ond white trousors, was In dcapalr
when he saw Llpe and hls merry rnen

walk off th* lleld. "Como back, come
backl" he crled, on bended knecs.
"Come back and let us have thls other
game!" But even, Bleacher Jlmmle's
pleadlngs wero of no avatl, and Jlrnmle
Squeczer also walled ln vain.

A Loyal Crowd.
In Bpite of the threatenlng look of

tho weathor, tho grandstand and
bleachers were flllcd early tn tho af¬
ternoon wlth an enthuslastlc and ex-

clted crowd. Rlchmond has the most
loyal backing of any team ln the
league, and men who aro not often
given to that sort of thlng pray night-
ly for the success of th'elr hope and
pride. Far down ln tho northwest cor¬

ner tho llttle grandstand was crowded.
and thence people llned thu western
fence all the way around to the
bleachers on tho south. Over ln tho
Jlm Crow sido of the fleld black faces
shono ln thelr excltomont. and black
throats yelted themsclves hoarse wlth
tho same nnpartlallty shown by tholr
white noighbors. Tho grandstand was

massed from end to cnd; There wero
almost as many fannles as lans, and
they shared the enthustasm and ex-

citement so ovldent lii thelr escorts.
The first game dragged rather slow-

ly until tho thlrd Innlng, when the
locals bunchod hlts on big Bill Otey
and scored four runs. It was a com-
binatlon of errors and hlts that dld
the work. Kanzlor llned out a 'two-
bagger and Shaffer fumbled. Outside
of thls Innlng Otey dld not allow a
